MIAMI, -Fla., Aug. 17.—(4)—Cap- 
tain William N. Lancaster, British 
flyer, charged ‘n a first-degree mur- 
der indictment with the love revenge 
slaying of Haden Clarke, young au- 
thor, was acquitted today by a Dade 
county circuit court jury that delib- 
erated four hours and 56 minutes. 

A wild demonstration of cheers, feet 
stamping, yells and shrieks followed 
the reading of the words “not guilty,” 
and bailiffs all but lost control of the 


situation. 
The outburst of applarse followed 


Quickly a warning from the presiding 
judge that there was to be no demon- 
stration. 

The jurors freed the internationally 
known airman on oue complete ballot. 
He had been on trial since August_2 
jn one of the most sensational court 
dramas in the history southern 
Florida—a hearing that brought the 
secret love-lives of himself, Clarke and 
Mrs. Jessie M. Keith-Miller into a 
full spotlight of publicity. 

Women Shriek Delight. 

Fashionably gowned women cried 
mand shrieked in delight as E. B. 
Leatherman, clerk of circuit court, 
read aloud the jury’s verdict of “not 
guilty.” : 

Near-pandemonium followed, with 
bailiffs, deputy sheriffs*’and police 
vainly striving to control the crowd 
that surged toward the freed man in 
gn effort to grasp his hand. 

In the midst of the hullabaloo, 
deathlike stillness déscended upon the 
courtroom as Lancaster, nervously 
clasping and unclaspin his hands, 
stepped forward before the jurors, still 
in their box. 

“Gentlemen,” he said, “you have 
been very patient with my case, You 
have had to listen during the long 
trial of the case to many things. 

“IT want to give you my heartfelt 
thanks for exonerating me.” He click- 
ed his heels as in salute, bowed brisk- 
ly, and stepped away from the front of 
the jury box. He attempted to re- 
sume the chair he has occupied since 
he went on trial, but was prevented 
by the renewed surge of his enthusi- 
astics. 

“I am delighted at my acquittal,” 
he said to newspapermen as they at- 
tempted to talk to him above the roar 
of the crowd. 

Mrs. J. M. Keith-Miller, third fig- 
ure in the strange triangle that re- 
sulted in the fatal April 21 shooting 
of Haden Clarke, who had replaced 
Lancaster in her affections, was not 
in the courtroom when the verdict 
was read, but quickly heard it in ad-

DEATH FESTIVAL 
HALTED BY RAS, 
POLICE DECLARE 


18 Arrested in New York 
Had Assembled To Cele- 
brate Brutal Killing of 
Foe, Officers Claim. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—(4)—Plans 
for a party which police believed was 
to “celebrate” a recent, savage gang 
slaying and pay off the killers were 
interrupted today by sweeping arrests 
of 16 men and 2 women. 

Fourteen of the men were held with- 
out bail for hearing Friday, charged 
with the slaying of John Buzzano, of 


Pittsburgh, whose strangled and stab- 
bed body was found in a burlap bag 
in Brooklyn August 8. The women 
and two men were released as not in- 
volved in the plot. 

All the men, prosperous looking and 
claiming to be in the restaarant or 
grocery business, denied complicity in 
the killing: ‘They were rounded up 
in Brooklyn and Manhattan hotels, on 
information detectives have been gath- 
ering for many days. 

Police declared the gruesome “cele- 
bration” was to have been held in a 
midtown hotel tonight. They said Baz- 
zano’s four killers were to have been 
wined and dined, paid $5,000 each and 
“sounded out” on .proposed slaying of 
a New York racketeer, at “increased 
rates” of $7,000 each—or even $10,- 
000, if they insisted.

Bazzano’s body was unidentified for 
many days, while detectives worked to 
trace labels on his clothes and casts 
of his dental work. Identification at 
length was made certain by his broth- 
er-in-law, Andrew Zappela, of Pitts- 
burgh.

on September 1. 

_Paul H. Doyal, member of the Geor- 

gia revenue ,commission in charge of 
anto licensé tags, said that Georgia 
has never had a reciprocity agreement 
with North Carolina on motor vehicles 
for hire, but that there is a reciproc- 
ity agreement on automobiles nd 
trucks not for hire. A num of 
cases made against foreign for-hire 
trucks, aimed principally at trucks 
from Indiana and adjacent states, 
have included several North Carolina 
for-hire vehicles, it was said. 

Trucks and automobiles for hire 
registered and licensed in Georgia and 
operated in North Carolina must also 
be licensed in North Carolina. Chair- 
man EK. B. Jeffress of the North Caro- 
lina highway commission announced. 
He said that the action does not 
apply to passenger cars. Jeffress said 
that the North Garolina commission 
had failed to reach & workable reci- 
eoeene agreement with Georgia offi- 
cials. 

A tag war with North Carolina was 
settled amicably by Secretary of State 
John Wilson several years ago 
when the automobile tag bureau was 
under Wilson's supervision.

Total Deficit Is Fixed at 
$9,206,000; Highways 
Get 52 Per Cent of All 
Revenue. 


Georgia’s entire governmental re- 
ceipts for 1931, amounting to $53,652,- 
199.65, shown in the first consolidated 
audit of all agencies and filed by State 
Auditor Tom Wisdom with Governor 
Russell Wednesday, represented a per 
capita tax collection for operating ex- 
penses of $10.55. 

The entire per capita cost was 
$14.90 but $4.35 was received from 
sources other than taxation, chiefly 
from grants by the federal government 


and from earnings of state agencies. 
The state deficit, as of December 31, 
1931, amounted to $9,206,496.40. 

Charts accompanying the consoli- 
dated audit, in two volumes, show the 
following percentage of governmental 
cost payments by functions: 

Highways, 52.86; education, 27.38; 
general government, 4.21; aid to sol- 
diers, 4.04; charities, hospitals and 
corrections, 3.33; interest, 2.72; de- 
velopment and conservation of natural 
resources, 2.59; protection of person 
and property, 1.67; conservation of 
health and sanitation, 1.17; miscel- 
laneous, .02, and recreation, .04. 

The chief sources of revenue were 
the motor fuel tax, which paid $4.59 
per capita, the general. property tax 
$2.14 per capita’and motor vehicle li- 
cense fees $1.47 per capita.

ASHEVILLE, N. C., Aug. 17.—(P) 
A Bumcombe county jury late today 
convicted Wiley Noland, Haywood 
county farmer, of offering to bribe a 
member of the Haywood county jury 
which a year ago convicted Colonel 
Luke Lea, Tennessee publisher, and 
two co-defendants on charges of vio- 
lating the state banking laws. 

Judge John H. Clement, presiding 
in superior court, announced he would 
impose sentence tomorrow. 

The specific charge against Noland 
was that he attempted to influence 
Hurst Justice, foreman of the Lea 
jury. Another charge is pending 
against him, that he attempted to 
bribe one other member of the jury, 
Brownlow Snyder. 

Colonel Lea was sentenced to serve 
6 to 10 years up on his conviction 
in connection with an alleged $1,000.-' 
000 fraud against the Central Bank 
and Trust Company, of Asheville. His 
son, Luke, was sentenced to serve 1 
to 3 years or pay a 25,000 fine and 
Wallace B. Davis, president ‘of the 
bank when it closed late in 1930, was 
given 4 to 6 years in prison... 

All are free on bond, pending ef- 
forts to obtain a new_frial.

The Grady board of trustees has 


instructed John B. Franklin, superin- 
tendent of Grady, to investigate the 
feasibility of the rlan, suggested by 
Mayor James L. Key, and Franklin 
said Wednesday he will confer with 
Dr. Joseph H. Hines, medical director 
of.Grady, afd will file a report at the 
next meeting of the Grady board of 
trustees. 

Samuel C. Dobbs is chatrman of the 
board and the meeting is subject to 
his call. 

While the board was attempting to 
work out. a plan to forestall a pos- 
sible impasse between the Steiner 
staff and the medical association, the 
official “bulletin” of the society, pub- 
lished a list of doctors equipp to 
treat cancer.

Need for Economy Chief 
Motive Behind Exten- 
sive Reorganization of 
National Fleet. 


ROME, Aug. 17.—(/)—One hun- 
dred thirty thousand tons of Italy's 
fighting s*ips—practically one-third 
of the eutire navy—will be retired 
under a program beginning August 25. 
The purpose is to save money. 

When the program ‘has been com- 
leted, Italy will be without a single, 

ttleship. The Andrea Doria, 22,700 
tons, and her sister ship, the Duilio, 
which were rushed to completion in 
1915 when Italy entered the World 
War, will be placed out of commis- 
sion, - Under the. Washington treaty 
Italy has the right to 170,000 tons 
in Rasticobine. but she has elected te 
disregard this‘ category in favor 
heavy and light cruisers. 

A report presented to the disarma- 
ment conference showed that the whole 
Italian navy totals 404.005 tons, in- 
cluding 20 ships still under comstruc- 


t | 
"Phe crymhg need®-fer economy was- 
indicafed by the fact that some new 
ships are intended for retirement. 
These are four of the 12 2,.000-ton 
destroyers of the newest Italian type 
which were strewn between North Af- 
rica and South America when General 
Italo Balbo led his air squadron to 
Brazil in January, 1931. 

In addition to the two battleships, 
the vessels scheduled for retirement 
include three heavy cruisers, nine 
light cruisers, 25 destroyers and a 
dozen submarines, all within the age 
limit.

Illinois Prepares To Move 
Troops to Trouble 
Zone If NecesSary. 


McALESTER, Okla., Aug. 17. 
(CUP)—Three hundred striking 
Oklahoma and Arkansas coal 
miners tonight massed at the 
Frank Gunther workings near 
Boskoshe and help captive the 
proprietor and four employes. 

Serious trouble was anticipated 
by authorities as the strikers

The Association Against the Prohibi- 
tion Amendment today announced, the 
appointment of Jouett Shouse ae its 
new president. 

Shouse, until recently chairman of | 
the democrztic national executive com- 
mittee, will succeed Henry 8. Curran, 
who will assume the vice chairman- 
ship of the board of directors. 

The announcement was made in a 
letter to directors of the association 
from Pierre S. du Pont, chairman of 
the organization’s executive commit- 
tee, in which he said a “somewhat 
different character of work confronts” 
the association. Fete 

Active steps toward organization 
will be required in a number of states 
“to bring out promptly the ratifica- 
tion of the new amendment twhich con- 
gress will submit,” he said. 

To meet a “need of character of 
guidance additional to that 60. success- 
ful in the past,” du Pont continued, 
Shouse has been named to the presi- 
dency. ; 

an accompanying statement, 
Shouse said “a constructive opportu- 
nity of large possibilities now awaits 
the association.” He eaid it was 
founded on the principal that “the 
lice power embodied in the 18th 
amendment never belonged in the fed- 
eral constitution and should be elim- 


inated.” 
Attempts te Control. 

Now, he added, “there is the duty, 
too, to see that in any substitute 
that may be proposed this improper 
attempt at control is guarded against.” 

Curran also issued a statement wel- 
coming Shouse to the organization and 
describing the association as fortunate 
in securing hi« aid. The three state- 
ments follow, in part: 

Du Pont: | 

“It ia not the desire of our group 
to take a dogmatic stand which would 
serve to eliminate valuable support. 
On the contrary every effort will be 
exerted to try to draw together all 
of those who feel that the 18th amend- 
ment does not helong in the constitu- 
tion and that the only wise solution 
for the vexed liquor problem is to re- 
turn control to the states without at- 
tempting such restrictions, no matter 
how desirable their purpose, as to 
introduce new complications into the 
situation. 

“The association hopes to work with 
hoth political parties and to assist, 
without reference to partisanship, in 
so far as it can toward election of 
members of the senate and the house 
who are pledged to the important pol- 
icy of repeal.” y 

Shouse Statement. 

Shouse: 

"The association was founded on 
the theory that the police power em- 
bodied in the eighteenth amendment 
never belonged in the federal constitu- 
tion and should be eliminated. There 
is the duty, hoo, to see that in any 
substitute that may be proposed this 
improper attempt at control is guard- 
ed aginst. The American people are 
desirous of finding a way out of 
present difficulties, not of shifting to 
others that might prove equally an- 
noving. 

“It seems to be generally agreed 
that the only sane method is to return 


control over the liquor problem to the 
sevedal states. All good citizens are 
anxious to see the inauguration of sys- 
tems of distribution and sale that will 
minimize abuses.” 

Curran: 

“The repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment is one of the great needs of the 
nation. The American people have 
now decided beyond dispute the experi- 
ment in national prohibition must end. 

“Our battle for the verdict of pub- 
lie opinion is won. The next congress 
will adopt a repeal resolution. There 
remains the difficult and essential 
task of translating this victory into 
the law of the land.”

Dykes, of Norman Junior College, at 
Norman Park. A patent was granted 
to Professor Dykes in 1928 and last 
year two of the new machines were 
in operation in Colquitt-county. So 
well did the machines do their work 
that Professor Dykes and his partner, 
A. C. Johnson, proprietor of the Moul- 
trie Machine & Foundry Co., are now 
constructing six additional machines 
to méet the iocal demand for the pres- 


| ent season. 


Professor Dykes states that his ma- 
chine is the only double picker on the 
market. It uses two screens and two 
sets of fingers while every foot of the 
drag chain is in constant use. The 
vines conveyed over the upper screen 
are turned over when they reach the 
lower screen thus giving both sides of 
the vines a chance to come into con- 
tact with the screens that pick the 
peanuts off the vines. The nuts that 
are picked off on the upper sereen are 
directed down to the lower screen by 
four horizontally inclined chutes after 
which they drop on through the lower 
screen to a carrier belt which directs 
them through a draft of air, thus sep- 
arating the pods from the leaves. 

The stems are taken from the pods 
by means of 30 saws turning between 
the slots of a half drum rocking back 
and forth through an are of about six 
inches. The drum, being a little in- 
clined and open at one end, permits 
the pods to pass out into a container. 

The machine is only 11 feet long, 
but has 17 feet of picking space.

The first Atlanta family to be in- 


stalled on a farm in Hancock coun- 
ty is composed of four adults and 
three children. Entirely dependent 
upon charity for shelter and food, 
they were housed in a dwelling 
which furnished little protection 
from inclement weather, and grown- 
ups and little ones were wunder- 
nourished and in no physical con- 
dition to face the rigors of winter 
weather. 

Now this little group is estab- 
lished on a farm where mother 
earth will soon begin to supply food 
such as they have not had in many 
months and where undernourished 
bodies will begin to fill out and pale 
cheeks will take on the flush of 
health. 

The plan entails no danger that 
these city dwellers will become a 
burden on the communities to 
“which they will go. Until they 
are self-supporting the same aid 
they have been receiving here will 
be sent to them. The difference 
will be that it will go further in 
their new surroundings and _ that 
vegetable plots will offer opportu- 
nity for work to those anxious to 
again become the providers for 
their families.

We gave several useful remedies for 
the relief of itching, smarting, irri- 
tation or burning of the skin in the 
talk about Seven Ages of Itching the 
other day. Today we have some more 
recipes foreyou. Better make a note 
or clipping of any you may wish to 
use. Nothing gets me off my bowling 
so much as a lot of letters from folk 
who devide six weeks after publica- 
tion of an item like this that they 
want a copy, when we have no copies 
available. 

For heat rash (prickly heat) bathe 
with a handful of bran ift basin of 
tenid water, or a tablespoonful of 
saleratus (soda) in basin of tepid 
water, dry with soft towel and powder 
freely with cornstarch powder or with 
zinc stearate powder or with borated 
talcum. Avoid soap. 

Chafing between opposing skin sur- 
faces calls for gentle soap and tepid 
water bathing, repeated rinsing away 
of the soap, drying with soft towel and 
fanning, then heavily coating with 
zinc stearate powder. If the chafed 
of scalded surface is moist, smear 
it with fresh castor oil or with soft 
petrolatum and cover with a piece of 
soft linen. Exposure to the air 1s 
the best preventive and cure for chaf- 
ing or scalding. i 

For chapping, redness or roughness 
of the skin, this lotion is am old 
standby: 


Boric acid powder ...8 drams 


(teaspoonfuls) 
Tragacanth shavings ......80 grains 
Glycerin 
(tablespoonful) 
Rain water or distilled water

Of course the relief of the itching 
of scabies, old-fashioned itch, is the 
cure of the disease, and that means 
the killing of the itch mites that bur- 
row under the cuticle. The best rem- 
edy for this is sulphur ointment—not 
“sulphur and lard” crudely mixed up, 
but sulphur ointment made by the 
skilled pharmacist, a pound of it, 
fresh, after the formula #n the Phar- 
macopoeia. The success of this treat- 
ment depends largely upon the man- 
ner in which the sulphur is applied. 
No room here to give instructions, 

Bath pruritus ig’a mild degree of 
itching, rather irritation, indicating 
the following measures: 

1. Don’t bathe. 

2. If you must bathe, make it short 
and no more extensive than the law 
requires, 

3. Avoid the use of soap. 

4 The less clothing you wear at any 
time, consistent with comfort, the less 
your skin will itch. 

5. Use some suitable oil on the 
skin daily. 

6. After a bath apply 
cream: 

Lanolin 
Boroglycerid 
Cold cream, made from 

White Petrolatum ..+.-6 Grams 

This should be dispensed in a col- 
lapsible tube, and a pea size bit is 
enough to apply daily. 

Many persons who suffer with bath 
pruritus or so-called winter itch need 
treatment to increase the activity of 
ductless glands. This may be accom- 
plished by taking a suitable Indin Ra- 
tion. (Write in for instructions for 
taking an Iodin Ration, and inclose 
with your request a 3-cent stamped 
envelope bearing your address.)

Bowdon Business. ‘Hard 
Hit by Condition of 
Highways. 


A delegation of Carroll county 
citizens appeared before the state 
highway board yesterday to protest 
at the condition of the highway be- 
tween Carrollton via Bowdon to the 
Alabama line—a distance of about 15 
miles, the committee consisting of E. 
G. Kirby, D. P. Holmes and P. W. 
Hart, who were accompanied by their 
attorney, F. M. Bird, of Atlanta. 

The petition alleges that the high- 
way board has done Carroll county a 
great injustice, for which it asks for 
immediate relief by the board. 

The petition says that two years 
ago the state highway board, notify- 
ing Carroll county that it was pre- 
paring to construct a direct highway 
from Atlanta to the Alabama line, via 
Carroliton and Bowdon, tore up ‘the 
highway then existing between Bow- 
So it re- 
moved the soiP surface, leaving & bare 
red clay road. During the two year 
that have passed, this part of th 
highway has become almost impass- 
able, thus depriving Carrollton and

Despite this fact we have 
been taxed to the Jimit, including a 6-cent 
per gallon gasoline tax, for which we have 
received nothing but. a destroyed highway 
and a paralyzed business condition. 

While we greatly desire a paved highway, 
and have suffered long and patiently toward 
that end, we earnestly say and petition 
you if you do not intend giving us our 
paved road immediately, to give us any 
sort of a road (even if it is not as good 
as the one we had), which will permit our 
customers to come to us and will afford 
us something more than a mud hole or 
cloud of dust. 


Boards Money Diverted. 


Chairman Barnett said that it was 
the intention of the state highway 
board to pave this highway to the 
Alabama line when tHe old highway 
was destroyed, but that the money 
was not available at the present time, 
due largely to the fact that a large 
amount of the highway department 
funds had been diverted to other chan- 
nels. 

Attorney Bird then stated that the 
Bowdon people were not making a 
plea for immediate paving, but would 
be satisfied with temporary relief 
that would permit traffic during the 
fall and winter months of the busi- 
ness season. 

Chairman Barnett said that if the 
county commissioners of Carroll.coun- 
ty would top-soil the road he would 
approve ‘it.. and ask the commission 
to repay the amount expended. 

The petition was accordingly refer- 
red to Commissioner Veal, of Carroll 
county. It bore the signatures of 100 
citizens and taxpayers of Bowdon.

“Do you realize, Mr. Kirbo, that

ing a position which will justify in the 
minds of many the charge that there 
really is a ‘Russell machine,’ and that 
every appointee of the governor is re- 
quired to ‘stand and deliver whenever 
the governor goes forth to battle? To 
me, that thought. is deeply repugnant. 

“Speaking as an individual, my con- 
science is not for sale. Speaking as an 
editor, the support of the newspaper 
with which I am connected is not pur- 
chasable. 

““T am supporting Mr. Crisp for one 
reason alone—because I believe he is 
better equipped for the office he seeks 
than his opponent. I have known him 
as friend and neighbor for many years, 
I know that he is incorruptible, that 
he has as high conception of public 
duty as any man Georgia has pro- 
duced, that he is wholly incapable of 
faithlessness to public trust, and that | 
he would make our state a great sen- 
ator. 

“I concur heartily in the splendid 
estimate/of Mr. Crisp expressed in a 
ringing editorial which appeared in 
the Atlanta Journal no longer ago 
than last March 27.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—(7)—A 
stock selling campaign wil! be started 
soon by the home loan bank board to 
secure initial capital for the eight to 
12 lending institutions to be set up 
throughout the country. 

Three members are going into dif- 
ferent sections this week to sound out 
sentiment of .inancial groups towards 
subscribing for stock of the new fed- 
eral bank system. 

Their plan is to determine how much 
of the stock can be disposed of in the 
districts to be carved out. The amount 
of prospective sudscriptions are ex pect- 
ed to go a long way toward determin- 
ing the geographical location of the 
districts and probably the cities in 
which the institutions themselves are 
to be estubli. 4. 

The ct creating the home loan sys- 
tem specifies that the board seek to 
raise the capital of not less than $5,- 
000,000 for each bank through the sale 
of stock before drawing upon the 
$125,000,000 appropriated for that 
purpose. 

The law provides that all institu- 
tions becoming members shall purchase 
an amount equal to 1 per cent of the 
aggregate of the unpaid principal of 
their home mortgage loans, but not 
less than $1,590.

(P)}—An unemployment relief fund 
of $12,000,000 to $15,000,000, fi- 
nanged by a general 1 per cent sales 
tax for six months, was speeded 
toward Pennsylvania’s 1,150,000 
jobless tonight as the general assein- 
ly arranged to end an eight-week 
special session on Friday at noon. 

The house passed the Hagmaier 
emergency sales tax bill today by a 
vote of 123 to 61 as the result of 
the concerted support of the repub- 
lican organization and the adminis- 
tration forces. The same groups 
pledged themselves to deliver at 
least a 30-20 vote in the senate Fri- 
day and Governor Gifford Pinchot 
will sign the measure at once.

A Few Points on Prepar- 
ing for the End Game 


The term “end-play” is used to 
designate any one of a number of 
fine plays which usually reach their 
culmination near the finish of a hand. 

In its simplest form, an end-play 
is a means whereby the , Declarer 
avoids taking a.possibly losing finesse 
by eliminating two of the suits from 
both his hand and the Dummy, throw- 
ing the dangerous opponent in, and 
forcing him to lead up to Declarer’s 
tegace. Of course, there are numer- 
ous variations of this type of play. 
Squeezes, incidentally, belong to the 
end-play family. Very often a com- 
bination squeeze and end-play is de- 
veloped where the hapless opponent 
on your left must either throw away 
a high card, setting up one in your 
hand, or keep the card and be thrown 
in with it, and forced to lead from 
his King up to your Ace-Queen. 

End-plays and squeezes are devel- 


oped more or less along the same lines. 


As a general thing, they are not ef- 
fective until the last few tricks of 
the hand. as, when there are several 
ecards left, the defense will usually 
have an exit card to avoid the end- 
play or be able to keep the necessary 
suits guarded to prevent the squeeze. 
Thus, if you have 8 sure tricks, and 
say, the possibility of a squeeze for 
the ninth to make your three no- 
trump contract, you cannot just take 
your 8 and hope your opponents will 
throw away the wrong cards. You 
must lose four of your losers early in 
the play in such a way, incidentally, 
that the defense cannot take more 
than four, or renove a valuable en- 
try to the Dummy or your own hand. 


On the above hand, South played 
a contract of three no-trump, which 
was doubled by East.

Three no-trump was now 
obviously available by merely giving 
up a heart trick, which Declarer-pro- 
ceeded to do. On East’s double, De- 
clarer was able to place practically all 
of the adversaries’ diamond and spade 
strength in the East hand. He, there- 
fore, saw the possibility of the squeeze 
for an overtrick.. When East took 
the Ace of hearts and Jed the King of 
spades, Declaret wisely stayed off 
with his Ace. East now played the 
King of diamonds, and Declarer also 
held up the Ace on this trick, as he 
saw 3 tricks must be lost anyway 
and must be lost’immediately so that 
East could be squeezed at the end. 
After the second holdup, East con- 
tinued with another spade. South took 
it with the Ace this time, returned 
to Dummy with the Queen of clubs, 
and cashed his two good hearts. He 
then returned to his hand with an- 
other club, and on the fourth round 
of clubs, East was hopelessly squeezed, 
being forced to either set up the 9 of 
diamonds in Dummy or the 10 of 
spades in Declarer’s hand. 

It is interesting to note that, in 
this case. the defense could have 
stopped this squeeze for the overtrick. 
Had east led a second round of dia- 
monds rather than a second round of 
spades, the perfect line of communita- 
tion between the North and South 
hands would have been stopped by 
the removal of the necessary entry to 
Dummy. However, from East’s po- 
sition this would have been risky, as 
the Knave might have been in De- 
clarer’s hand. 

This type of play, which might be 
called, for want of a better name, 
“reverse timing,” wherein the Declar- 
er gives up his necessary tricks early 
in the play to fully prepare for the 
end game, is equally important in 
preparing for a throw-in or elimina- 
tion play. which I will touch on in a 


‘subsequent article. 


Today’s Pointer.

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DEBATED AT HEARING 


Combating Trucks in 
Southwest. 


WASHINGTON, Avg. 17.—(/)— 
Shippers and state officials today be- 
gan marshaling their views of the 
proposed reduction in cotton freight 
rates from the southwest before the 
interstate commerce commission at its 
conference on plans of the carriers for 
meeting truck competition. 

Reece Caudle, a member of dhe 
Arkansas railroad commission, and 
William Clayton, member of the cot- 
ton firm of Anderson, Clayton & Co., 
appeared on opposite. sides. Caudle 
favored the lower rates and .Clayton 
opposed them. 

Through J. P. Staley, chairman of 
the southwestern freight committee, 
the railroads explained their plan to 
charge lower rates on cotton shipped 
in carloads from eastern Arkansas, 
southern Missouri and western Lou- 
isiana to New Orleans and to New 
England points. Staley was ques- 
tioned for rearly eight hours by at- 
torneys for gulf seaports. 


_ Clayton, who followed him, said his 
firm opposed the rates because it did 
not believe they would be generally 
beneficial. He testified that his firm 
has paid as low as 15 cents a bale 
for cotton hauled by barge lines and 
has a contract with one barge line to 
handle much of its cotton this year 
from Missouri, Arkansas, Tennessee 
and Mississippi. 

Caudle, speaking in his official ca- 
pacity, said “all Arkansas  cotton- 
growers favor these rates.”” They add- 
ed they would save the producer $1.50 
or more per bale shipped.

Their nation wanted them 
to take in everything. Pat Monohan, 
of Southern California, the United 
States rowtng coach whom Mr. Rob- 
ert knew quite well, told him the 
Japs were photographing everything 
in preparation for 1940, when the 
Olympics go to Tokyo. 

TAKE PICTURES. 

They took pictures of Johnny Weis- 
muller and other crack American 
swimmers at Amsterdam in 1928, 
Monohan recalled. The improvement 
of the Jap swimmers, as profiting 
from this observation, was shown in 
the feats of the youngsters who won 
the water events for that country.

tion of its inquiry into the reason- 
ableness of fees paid by two operating 
publie utility corporations to their re- 
spective holding companies and dis- 
solved an order restraining these com- 
panies from payment of such fees 
pending an investigation.

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mission’s-order are the Alabama Pow- - e. 


er Company and its holding compan 
the Commonwealth and Southern Cos 
poration of “sw York and the South- 
ern Bell Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
and its holding company, the Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
The general order on which the in- 
quiry was based was issued July 13. 
It forbade payment of fees or charges 
to any holding eompany by a utility 
in the state for any services rendered 


until after reasonable proof had been~ 


made before the commission “that 
services have been rendered and that 
the amount claimed therefor is not in 
excess of the reasonable value of the 
services.” 

The commission in its report re- 
ferred to the investigation now under 
way regarding payments by the Bir- 
mingham Gas Company to its holding 
company, the American Gas & Power 
Co., under their former managements, 
The commission characterized such 
payments by the Birmingham Gas 
Company as a “ruthless raid upon 
the treasury and credit of the Bir- 
mingham Gas Company” and declared 
it was done upon the bidding of “the 
former owner of control of the Ameri- 
can Gas & Power Co.”

as corporations doing business within 
the state, and to assess these holding 
companies with a fee sufficient to en- 
able the state to provide for the neces- 
sary. reasonable examination and su- 
pervision of all their accounts and 
records. 


STANDS ON RECORD, 


RUSSEL DECLARES 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ga., Aug. 17. — 


Speaking here this afternoon Governor 
Richard B. Russell Jr. declared that 
it was bad enough for his opponent
